SIC BATTLE 


SHANGHAI SCENE OF 
BLOODY 
BATTLE BETWEEN GOVERN- 
MENT AND REBELS. 


Shanghai, July 25.—The city ptO' 
gents an 
extraordinary 
appearance 
Fires are blazing on the outskirts of 
the native 
city 
and 
thousands 
of 
hom eless Chinese refugees are cam p­ 
ing in the streets. 
Hotel roof gardens 
are 
crowded 
with foreigners w atching the fighting. 
Search lights from British w arships 
are trained on the custom house and 
the am m unition magazine. 
D espite negotiations made for an 
arm istice, fighting was resum ed at 9 
o clock this evening. The Southerners 
reinforced by 500 Cantonese and 1,000 
Hunanese, again attacked the arsenal, 
but were defeated with considerable 
losses. The forces at the m outh of the 
river have joined the Loyalists. 
The revolutionary cause 
here 
ap­ 
pears to be waning. Despite the large 
num ber of rebel reinforcem ents, the 
attacks on the arsenal by the South­ 
erners last night and 
today 
failed 
com pletely, and Dr. Wu Ting Fapfe 
form er Chinese M inister to the Unit­ 
ed States: Gen. Wen Tsung Yao and 
other prom inent rebels, after a con­ 
ference today, telegraphed President 
Yuan Sh! Kai. proposing a basis for 
peace negotiations. 
It is now known th at So Chow Fu, 
in the province of Kiang Su, 
is 
in 
possession of the N ortherners. The 
m ilitary governor of the province of 
Hu Nan has proclaim ed the neutrality 
of his d istrict and the m ilitary gov­ 
ernor of She Kiang Province is sup­ 
pressing all propaganda against Yuan 
Shi Kai. 


It is reported th at the rebels are 
falling back throughout the Yang-Tse 
Valley and that the governm ent stead­ 
ily is gaining.

CART BI RK BURNETT 
ACQUITTED OF MURDER 
Seymour, Tex., July 25.—“Not guil­ 
ty 
was the verdict returned late this 
afternoon by the ju ry which has been 
hearing the evidence in th e case of 
the State vs. Capt. Burk B urnett of 
Port W orth, who was charged by in­ 
dictm ent with killing Farley Savers 
at Paducah, Tex., May 23, 1912. 
The companion case of the State vs. 
Tom Pickett, grow ing out of the same 
killing, in which Pickett is charged as 
one of the principals, was dism issed 
upon motion of D istrict A ttorney New­ 
ton on the ground of insufficiency of 
evidence to w arrant a conviction. 
In the Burnett case most of the day 
was spent in hearing the arguments 
Oi counsel. The first to address the 
jury was County Attorney Bert King, 
who began speaking for the State at 
9 a. rn. He was followed, in the ord­ 
er given, by Judge J. F. Cunning­ 
ham for the defense, J. Ross Bell for 
the prosecution, Rolan Brown, D. L. 
Kenan and Judge A. J. Fires for the 
defense, and District Attorney Isaac 
O 
Newton for the State. The last 
speaker finished late In the after­ 
noon. Judge Dickson read his charge 
to the jurors and at 6:30 p. rn. they 
brought in their verdict of acquittal. 
Capt. Burnett, who was the defend­ 
ant in this case, is one of the best 
known cattlemen in the state and the 
killing attracted wide attention. 


Perry Celebration at Toledo. 
Toledo, 0., July 26.—The name of 
Commodore 
Oliver 
Hazard 
Perry, 
whom Toledo adopted years ago as a 
sort of a patron saint and in mem­ 
ory of whom she has named buildings 
streets and suburbs, will be further 
honored the coming week by a great 
celebration of the centennial of the 
battle of Put-Ui-Bay. Those In charge 
of the arrangements believe the festiv 
ities here will eclipse all of the sim i­ 
lar elev a tio n s to be held in the Great 
i-akes cities this summer. One of the 
principal attractions, of course, will 
be the 
reclaimed 
and 
rehabilitated 
Niagara, the century-old flagship on 
which Commodore Perry rode to vic­ 
tory in the war of 1812. Parades and 
historical exercises will feature the 
program. The latter part of the week 
the scene of exercises will be trans­ 
ferred to old Fort Meigs, which fig­ 
ured conspicuously in the last war 
between the United States and Great 
Britain. Governors McCreary of Ken­ 
tucky, Cot of Ohio and Pothier of 
Rhode Island have accepted in vita­ 
l s to uke part in the celebration. 


Washington, July 25.—Adam E. Pat­ 
terson of Muskogee, Okla., was nomi­ 
nated to be registrar of the treasury 
today, by President Wilson. 
The position is regarded as one of 
the most important of political plums. 
The registrar countersigns all treas­ 
ury notes. 
W. T. Vernon, the negro, considered 
by negroes as the greatest of their 
race in the United States, is the man 
whom Patterson succeeds. 
Patterson is a prominent negro at­ 
torney in Muskogee, and is reputed to 
have accumulated considerable prop­ 
erty. He has been prominent in demo­ 
cratic political circles there through 
has having organized many democrat­ 
ic negro clubs in Oklahoma.

First Monument Erected. 


Berlin, Conn., July 26.—A patriotic 
celebration that can have no duplicate 
was held today in the nearby village 
of Kensington. The celebration was in 
honor of the sem i-centennial anniver­ 
sary of the erection of the first m on­ 
um ent that rose from Am erican soil 
to perpetuate the memory of those in 
blue who died in the civil war. 
The monument stands in the little 
graveyard at Kensington, and here 
the exercises of today were held. The 
memorial is a simple shaft of Portland 
stone and was set up in memory of 
six boys of the village, who one by 
one had been picked off by Confeder­ 
ate bullets while 
fighting 
for 
the 
Union. The shaft was delivered July 
4, 1863, just as the North was cheer­ 
ed by the news from Gettysburg and 
Vicksburg. The dedication took place 
on July 28. The names of the six Ken­ 
sington boys who had died in the war 
were inscribed on the monument* when 
it was dedicated. Soon afterward an­ 
other name was added, and at the end 
of the war the names of sixteen fallen 
soldiers had been chiselled 
on 
the 
stone. 
The anniversary exercises today in­ 
cluded the unveiling of a memorial 
bowlder set up in front of the mon­ 
um ent The bowlder is surmounted by 
a cannon and flanked by mounds of 
cannon balls. The prominent partici­ 
pants In the exercises included Gov­ 
ernor Simeon E. Baldwin 
and 
his 
staff, Judge Alfred B. Beers of Bridge 
port, commander 
in 
chief of 
the 
Grand Army of the 
Republic, 
and 
James R. Sloane of Meriden, depart­ 
ment commander of the Connecticut 
Grand Army of the Republic.
